The Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States 
convened, as provided by a resolution adopted at its last convention, 
on Oct. 25., A. D., 1876, to hold its 21. Regular Convention, in the 
Evangelical Lutheran St. John’s Church, Rev. H. Wickemeyer, 
pastor, at Richmond, Ind. | 


in the above named Church, by the President of the Synod, Prof. M. 
Loy, on the Scripture passage recorded in 1, Tim. 4, 16. The subject 
of his sermon was the question: What have we, as members of a 
Christian Synod, to do in order to carry on with energy the work of 
saving souls? To this question the threefold reply was given: First: 
We must take heed into ourselves, second: We must take heed unto 
the doctrine, and third; We must continue in these things.. 

The first regular session ol the Synod was opened by the Presi- 
dent, with the usual liturgical opening service, at 9 o'clock, on 
Thursday morning, Oct. 26., and the last regular session closed on 
Wednesday evening at 5 o’clock, Nov. I., 1876. All the sessions, 
excepting the first, were opened with liturgical service conducted by 
the chaplain, Pastor W. Schmogrow, who was appointed to this 
office ; and all, excepting the last, were closed either with the Lord’s 
Prayer or the singing of the Apostolic Benediction. 

All the business of Synod was transacted during 11 sessions, held 
from 8} to 114 o’clock in the morning, and from 2 to 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon. Besides these, the English District also held its regular 
annual sessions at times intervening between the sessions of Joint 
Synod, and several other Districts embraced similar opportunities to 
hold extra sessions. Altogether it was a time of pressing and con-

After the organization of this Synod had concluded, the Presi- 
dent, Rev. Prof. M. Loy, read his report, which was submitted 68 
follows : 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with us all. Amen. 

mitted successfully to co-operate in the upbuilding of the kingdom of 
God, is not our merit, but divine grace only. We are not worthy of 
being permitted to participate in so glorious a work. Neither is the 
success with which our work has been crowned to be ascribed to our 
wisdom. Indeed we would long since have ruined everything, if God 
Himself had not ruled in His mercy and bestowed His blessing upon 
us. His grace will we praise: to Him alone be glory and honor! 

To His honor we are at liberty to rejoice that our Synod has 
grown, in membership as well as in grace and knowledge. Many an 
evil, that had descended upon us from a former period of slackness, 
has been put aside. By our congregations many things are compre- 
hended more clearly, so that now a variety of measurers could be 
adopted into our constitution, whose worth we would formerly have 
been unprepared to appreciate so generally. It is indeed the duty of 
Christians so to increase more and more upon the basis of the pure

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| Word of God, and with an ever growing zeal to use the treasures 
they have won for the common good. 

. It is true that the Syn has no legislative power, in the sense 
that it can pass laws by which the consciences of congregations would 
be bound. This must be very clearly borne in mind. The arrogation 
of sach a power would be simply ruinous. For what else would this 
be, than the desire to imp a yoke upon the disciples, which neither 
our fathers nor we were ah to bear? In this way the Synod would, 
instead of holding fast the glorious liberty of the children of God, 
manifest itself as the subject of the Pope, who by this very fact, that 

Hy he attempts to usurp the throne of God and in His stead to rule in 

11 the Church, reveals himself as the real Antichrist. To our congrega- 

| . tions the Word of God has become too precious, for them to submit 


| | to its being crowded out b} the commandments of men and to adopt 

| i such decrees. For not vain have they heard the admonition : 

| “Stand fast, therefore in ge liberty wherewith Christ hath made us 

| free, and be not entangled again with the yoke of bondage.” Gal. 5, 1. 

We must indeed see to it, Knat among us all things be done decently 

and in order, and wholesome regulations are therefore not only 

admissible, but also highly necessary; but that can nevermore be a 

wholesome regulation, it primarily ascribes to the Synod such 
powers, as belong only tos he Lord and His word. 

Some people are indeed to be found, and even among those who 

call themselves Lutheran, in whose minds the idea of a purely 

advisory synodical pod calls forth nothing but decision. They 

think if a Synod has no power to enforce compulsory laws, it must 


therefore be entirely without influence, and its existence could have 
no aim or object. „* silly thoughts find no reception among 
us! For those only to Mom the might of the divine word and the 
power of conviction of the heart are unknown, will encourage such 
dreams and permit themselves to be deceived thereby. 

The government of the Church is a government of the Lord and 
of this principle. 

Christ clone rules in His kingdous, which is the usch. For so 
He Himself declares: “My kingdom is not of this world: if my king- 
dom were of this world, then would my servants fight, that I should 
| not be delivered to the Jews: but now is my kingdom not from hence. 
i Pilate therefore said him, Art thou a king then? Jesus answer- 
cod, Thou sayest that I n a king. To this end was I born, and for 
this cause came I into the world, that I should bear -witness unto the 
truth. Every one that is of the truth heareth my voice.” John 18, 
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86-87. From this we see that the kingdom of Christ is not ruled by 
external force, like the kingdoms of this world; that in His king- 
dom He Himself is King, and holds the scepter; that the power 
He uses is that of truth, which He teaches and of which He bears 
witness; and that the children of the kingdom willingly submit to 
the raling power of this truth. This is a right strong government, 
administered by the mighty King of glory, in which the subjects do 
not murmuringly, indolently and with aversion yield a mere external 
obedience to the orders proclaimed, but with joyous hearts and ready 
hands do the will of their King; for by His grace His holy will has 
been made their will. 

Therefore it is an atrocious usurpation for men, no matter who 
they may be or what offices they may hold, to claim the rule in the 
Church and to attempt the subjugation of brethren who are on the 
same level with themselves. This the King will not permit. For He 
tells us: Be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your Master, even Christ; 
and all ye are brethren.” Matt. 23,8. Among those who are all 
equally submissive to the one Master, no one can assume the position 
of master, without incurring the guilt of insolently interfering with 
the royal prerogatives of the one and only Lord. Among the true 
disciples of Jesus such a highminded craving to possess the throne 
does not exist; for they hear the voice of their Lord when He speaks: 
“Ye know that the princes of the Gentiles exercise dominion over them, 
and they that are great exercise authority upon them. But it shall 
not be so among you: but whosoever will be great amonz you, let 
him be your minister; and whosoever will be chief among you, let 
him be your servant.” Matt. 20, 25-27. 

This is also the sense in which the Apostles speak, although they 
held a very exalted office in the Church, and were provided with 
such exalted gifts. For St. Paul says: “Not for that we have dominion 
over your faith, but are helpers of your joy. 2 Cor. 1, 24. And 
again: “For we preach not ourselves, but Christ Jesus the Lord; and 
ourselves your servants for Jesus’ sake.” 2Cor.4,5. And St. Peter 
says: Feed the flock of God which is among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by constraint, but willingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a 
ready mind: neither as being lords over God's heritage, but being 
ensamples to the flock.” 1 Pet. 5, 2-8. For the Apostles had no 
thought of being able to accomplish anything by their own strength 
and wisdom, but trusted in the power of the Lord and His mighty 
word of truth, as St. Paul declares: Not that we are sufficient of our- 
selves to think anything as of ourselves; but our sufficiency is of 
God; who also hath made us able ministers of the New Testament.“ 
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2 Cor. 3,5-6; and again: Therefore, seeing we have this ministry, as 
we have received mercy, we faint not; but have renounced the hidden 
things of dishonesty, not walking in craftiness, nor handling the word 
of God deceitfully ; but by manifestation of the truth, commending 
ourselves to every man’s conscience in the sight of God.” 2 Cor. 4, 1— 
2. Their work was to use their Lord's word; and this they did with 
zeal and joy, without desiring to apply any, other authority or power. 
This word converts souls unto the Lord, and makes them submissive 
and obedient unto Him. This establishes the dominion of the true 
King, as He Himself also declares: “All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost; teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have com- 
sanded you: and, lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of the 
world.” Matt. 28, 18-20. To Christians therefore belongs the work 
of proclaiming and administering in the Lord's name His Word and 


- Sacrament, that He to whom all power is given and who is always pres- 


over it. 

With such a government all true Christians are therefore also 
most heartily satisfied, and they neither need nor desire any other; 
for so even the children are taught in the catechism to say: I believe 
that Jesus Christ, true God begotten of the Father in Eternity, and 
also true man born of the virgin Mary, is my Lord, who hath redeemed, 
purchased and delivered me, a poor, forlorn, condemned person, from 
all sin, from death and from the power of the devil, not with gold or 
silver, but with His holy precious blood, and with His innocent suffer- 
ings and death, that I might be His, live under Him in His kingdom 
and serve Him in everlasting righteousness, innocence and happiness, 
even as He is risen from the dead and now lives and reigns in all 
Eternity. This is most certainly true.” 7 

If therefore it is the desire of our Synod to labor with true success 
in the Lord’s kingdom, all that is needed is to see to this with dili- 
genee, that everywhere within her bounds the rule of the Gospel be 
established. This will produce stirring, robust men, who will hasten 


to accomplish their Lord's will, and who will go in the work with un- 


tiring energy even in the midst of many tribulations. The command- 
ments of men will never more accomplish this. They work nothing 
but wrath ; at best they produce a slavish external obedience in which 
true self-denying work, performed in the joyousness of faith and with 
burning love, is out of the question entirely. Therefore any one, who 
will take the least pains to study this question in the light of God's 
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Word, must clearly see that it is nothing but ignorant and malicious 
assertion on the part of those who talk of a legislative power by which 
the conscience is to be bound, as though such were the absolute condi- 
tion of a strong synodical government; while they ridicule, as a chain 
of sand, the rule of the. divine word by which hearts are enlisted and 
impelled to work by love. 

Synods, it is true, are sometimes employed with things concern- 
ing which no special command of God is given, but which mast none 
the less receive attention. In view of these it seems necessary after 
all, for the s:ke of uniformity and undisturbed co-operation, that the 
Synod be clothed with legislative powers. But this only seems to be 
so. In such cases the duty is to convince brethren, not to drive them 
by force. The more our congregations are advanced in the knowledge 
of the Gospel, the less can be accomplished among them by means of 
Synodical laws and commandments; for he who has truly learned to 
know of Jesus that He ie the Lord, will allow no commandments of 
men to be bound upon his conscience. So much the easier however 
will it be to convince such congregations, in cases where the aim is to 
arrange and introduce things for the common good. If the hearts of 
brethren have been won in favor of any proposed work, it will be done 
joyfully and energetically; as it can not possibly be if the effort be 
made to drive and compel the people of God by any usurpation of hu- 
man fullness of power. “Accordingly we believe, teach and confess,” 
as it is written in our Formula of Concord (698, 9) (Newmarket ed. 
pp. 706) concerning things indifferent, “that in all places and at all 
times, the Church of God has authority and power, according to cir- 
cumstances, to alter, to diminish, or to increase these ceremonies, if it 
is done decently and in order, without levity and offence, as it may at 
any time be deemed most useful, profitable and conducive to good or- 
der, Christian discipline, evangelical propriety, and to the edification 
of the Church.” To weaken the force of this either way would be 
equally unwise and unjust. Let not our common work be done in a 
slavish manner, because we must, but because by the grace of God we 


It is our joy and our comfort, that the Lord Himself is in our 
midst, and that He carries on His work among us. What we want is, 
that He, our Lord and King, rule in our Synod by means of His Word. 
This Word will we urge and press here in our synodieal conventions 
and at home in our congregations. In the light of this Word will we 
counsel, resolve and labor. Unto us, whose will is to serve Him alone, 
end whe en His He 
prosper the work of our hands. 


will. 
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On account of the many important matters that will occupy the 

attention of Synod, it will perhaps be impossible at this convention, to 
devote much time to our usually so interesting doctrinal discussions. 
The proposed new constitution, that according to the resolution adopted 
two years ago, is to be taken under consideration at this meeting, 
would alone occupy several sessions. However sinve that time the 
course of events has been such, that it would perhaps be advisable first 
to dispose of another matter. The Synodical Conference has adopted 
a resolution submitting to all the Synods belonging to that body the 
question concerning the organization of State Synods and recommend- 
ing such organization wherever it may be found practicable. This 
matter is now before our Synod. If therefore this body should see 
proper to adopt the proposed plan and to take immediate steps toward 
carrying the same into effect, it would probably become necessary to 
change a number of things in the constitution. Consequently it might 
be advisable to dispose of this subject before the proposed new consti- 
tution is taken under consideration. No doubt the Synod will be 
heartily prepared to devote to this proposition of the Synodical Con- 
ference the earnest attention that its great importance for our Church 
in this country demands. 
From a document submitted by the President of the Ev. Luth. 
Concordia Synod of Virginia and accompanying this report, it appears 
that that body has resolved to apply for admission into our Synod, as 
our second English District, and that this resolution has been referred 
to its congregations for final action. Not all the congregations, how- 
ever, have yet acted in the matter, and therefore the application is not 
before us in such a form as to make it possible for the reception to 
take place now. In the mean time it could be effected conditionally: 
This I take the liberty to recommend. We already have several la- 
borers in that field, and the indications are that God has opened & | 
way there for our carrying on the work with efficiency. 

A chief work in which we are co-operating and which for the sake 
of the Lord and His redeemed we must carry on, is that of education. 
What the condition of our institutions is the Synod will learn from re- 
ports to be submitted. What great things the Lord has done for us 
in this direction is known to all, and for this we, who are unworthy of 
all His mercy and faithfulness, praise Him with heart and soul. But 
how much yet remains to be done, in which it is still the will of our 
gracious God to make use of us, will likewise appear from statements 
to be made. God grant that we may not let the work dishearten us, 
come 
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I take the liberty to call pttention to two points only in reference 

to this matter. 
The first is the proposal of the Synodical Conference to establish 
a common theological seminary for all its Synods, in which provision 
shall be made for the English as well as for the German interests. Of 
course in case such a plan should be adopted and carried into effect, it 
would become necessary to provide, that in all the colleges of the Syn-. 
odical Conference the college course be so arranged and the aim to be 
attained so defined that students would be prepared to enter such a 
seminary. Whatever the several brethren may have thought or may 
now think of this proposal, it is beyond all doubt worthy of careful 
congideration. May the Lord help us that in this matter we may 
judge wisely. 

The other in-regard to our beneficiary arrangement. Dis- 
satisfaction with our present system is growing manifest more and 
more. Many young men, it is thought, are supported from the insti- 
tution treasury, who could help themselves, if they were only con- 
strained to depend more upon their own efforts to supply their needs, 
instead of resorting to she easy accommodation of simply bringing com- 
plaint concerning their wants to the attention of the Faculty, and 
asking for support. It must indeed not be supposed that the Faculty 
is so careless in employing the funds in its trust as to grant support 
from the treasury to every one who makes application for it, without 
having teforehand been convinced that help is needed. Yet the sub- 
ject is of sufficient importance to be discussed once more. Perhaps it 

might be possible to discover and to carry into effect a better plan. 
T be Synod should beyond doubt be concerned about establishing 
necessary benevolent, as well as necessary educational institutions. 
For a long time already the question concerning the founding of an 
Orphan’s Home has been agitated among us, and some funds are now 
at our disposal for this purpose. Perhaps the present might not be the 
most convenient time to accomplish such an undertaking, inasmuch as 
money is needed everywhere. Yet if the Synod should be convinced 
that such an institution is really needed among us, it might still begin 
the work with confidence in the Lord’s help. 

Besides the subjects for consideration herein indicated, still others 
of no trivial signification are before us. It is apparent from allthis 
how very important our present convention is. May the faithful God 
and Savior grant grace, that we may consult and resolve in regard to 
these things with true deliberation and earnestness, and then: any Ee 
blessing be added into our work, Amen, M. Lor

Iznasmuch as an unusual amount of important business claimed 
the attention of this Synod, the usual very interesting and highly edi- 
fying discussions of doctrine were crowded out. Much as this omis- 
sion was regretted on the part of many, it soon became apparent dur- 
ing the sessions, that the transaction of business, requiring an unusual 
amount of time and labor, made it entirely unavoidable. 

Before the several committees were announced by the President, 
Pastor Th. H. Jaeger presented, by the permission of Synod, a state- 
ment concerning the want of his congregation in Lawrenceburg, Ind., 
and commended it to the help and prayers of all the brethren,

A. REPORTS OF COMMITTEES, 
Together with the Annered Action and Resolutions of Synod. 

One of the papers in the hands of the First Committee is the fol- 
lowing: | 

REPORT ON OUR INSTITUTIONS AT COLUMBUS. 

_ Inasmuch as ander the gracious guidance of God the Synod of 
Ohio and other States is permitted to meet once more, and justly ex- 
pects to hear a report concerning the Institutions, that are in fact her 
own children, a statement of their present condition is herewith re- 
spectfully submitted, in the name of the College and Seminary Facul- 
ty, that the Synod may obtain the needful knowledge of the state of 
affairs, give suitable directions, and adopt the measures demanded 
accordingly. 

We can truthfully say that che general state of the institutions ie 
satisfactory. The number of Grammar school and College students is 
somewhat larger than it has been for years; the whole number is sia 
ty-five, of wh - Sourteen are seminary students. The number of the 
latter has, it is true, decreased in the past year by one-third, but this 
is to be ascribed primarily to the circumstance, that this year the un- 
usually small number of only two has been promoted from the College 
to the Seminary, and that the great need of a number of vacant con- 
gregations has occasioned the dismission of un unusual number of Sem- 
inary students. 

In our new building the maintaining of good order is much facili- 
tated, inasmuch as the surroundings are radically different and more 
quiet than at our former location, and communication with dissipating 
influences in Columbus is materially impeded. With a few immater- 
ial exceptions that occurred soon after our removal into the new build- 
ing, there has been, thank God, no cause to complain on account of 
sickness. The neighborhood seems to be in all respects fully as healthy 
and pleasant as was expected, and is indeed all that could be desired 
in this direct on. In the main our new building, together with its 
surroundings, is regarded by all as very convenient, pleasant and well 
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4 | Since the last convention in Hamilton the building, begun in 
| God’s name, has with much labor been completed. The boarding 
1 house, a professor’s residence and the college building are all finished; 
+ the yard has been improved and provided with the needed fencing and 
walks. Latterly too the street on the West side of the grounds has 
been straightened and radically improved. While upon the one hand 
this has cut off a narrow strip of the college grounds, it has on the 
other added materially to the beauty of the entire view and arrange- 
ment. 

Of course these buildings and improvements, although needless 
expenditures have been avoided, and the effort has been to provide 
those things only that our resources would allow and the state of af- 
fairs demand, have nevertheless occasioned great outlays, insomuch 
that an accumulated debt has been unavoidable. The predictions in- 
dicated in the circular of last spring, distributed by order of the Board 
of Directors, have since been verified. The $35,000 received on the 
sale of the old college property, together with smaller sums that were 
yet contained in the Seminary and College Treasury, as well as other 
amounts and mites at our disposal by way of loans for several years, 
1 partly with, but also partly without interest, still leave us in debt (we 
-_ give these statements in round numbers) to the amount of $20,000, 
) that is inclusive of $10,000 that have already been borrowed; the ex- 
penditures will accordingly reach the sum of $55,000. Now to provide 
| these $20,000 some sort of measures must be taken, and that at an 


- early date; for in spite of continuous and earnest effort during the re- 
7 cent past, we have not succeeded in securing a loan for any consider: 
able length of time. The Synod is therefore urgently requested to 
support the Board of Directors with counsel and assistance, and this 
all the more because $6,000 would yet be needed if the church that is 
now under roof, and other things, are to be completed, which we are 
constrained to regard as urgently demanded. We therefore take the 

liberty to ask: shall the church be finished now, and if so, how? 

The entire income from all sources, inclusive of some $10,000 of 
borrowed money, amounts to nearly $50,000, all of which, excepting a 
small remainder of several hundred dollars, has been expended for 
building purposes. 

Concerning the state of the Institution Treasury; the object of 

which is to meet current expenses, including those of the household, 
the several reports will contain more accurate information and will 
enable the Synod to ascertain what is to be done in this direction. At 
all events the new order of things, by which the whole arrangement 
assumes an improved form and o satisfactory management of the house 
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regulations is made possible, will demand decided incitement and am- 
plification of the liberality of our ir congregations in support of the insti- 
tution. 

As was announced at the time in the church papers, the removal 
from the old to the new building occurred during the first week of last 
May, and the latter was consecrated with appropriate festivities in 
connection with the annual commencement festivities of the present 
year. For want of means the library has hitherto remained in the 
chaotic state in which it existed immediately after the removal. This 
dare not continue! As soon as possible a change should be effected, 
that the books may be arranged so that they can br sed. What shall 
be done? Could not some provision be made at this convention for 
supplying the literary room with proper furniture! 

The relation of beneficiaries to the Synod might also be more defi- 
nitely arranged. It is to be regretted that an abundant number of 
cases occur in which the urgent need of this is manifest. Would it 
not be proper at present to determine to what extent they shall be 
held responsible for money applied to their support, and whether in 
all, or at least in what cases, the refunding of such money shall be de- 
manded? Above all things however it is to be desired, that here and 
now, if possible, it be determined in what manner the necessary means 
of support shall hereafter be procured, whether directly for the benefit of 
individuals from certain congregations, or as hitherto. for the common 
benefit. 
In view of the desire and expectation of some, that a union or 
harmonizing, in short, a regulated co-operation of the various churehly 
institutions belonging to the Synodical Conference, might be effected, 
it would perhaps also be proper to examine and ventilate this matter 
with all earnestness, for the sake of coming, as soon as possible, to an 
agreement and clear understanding of the subject concerned. ~~ 

The state of discipline and order in the house has been in the 
main satisfactory since the removal, and will, we hope, by the help of 
God, in the course of time, when everything shall have assumed a 
permanent course and stability, become so more and more. 

Finally it may yet be mentioned, that since the choice of a house- 
father or Director, as the Synod desired, the former boarding arrange- 
ment has been radically changed, and is now fully under the control 
of the College Faculty, by whom Mr. Heidman, of Delaware, O., has 
been chosen to the position of regular steward and manager. 

At this convention an election of members of the Board of 
Directors is likewise to occur,—a matter that should not be forgotten. 
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Hitherto the Lord in His unspeakable grace has helped and 

blessed us richly and beyond all expectation. Let it be our humble 
1 prayer that He may also help us in the future. May He impart unto 
1 the Synod abundant wisdom for the performance of its work; espe- 
1] cially however may He reveal to her His will concerning her institu- 
1 tions, that these may be directed by His counsel, made to subser be 
10 His glory, and at all times remain faithful to their high calling.

‘REPORT OF THE FIRST COMMITTER. 

The documents referred to this committee are: First, the Presi- 
1 dent’s Report, together with a communication of the Ev. Luth. Con- 
1 cordia Synod of Virginia; second, a report on our institutions. 

7 In regard to No. 1, we take the liberty to suggest, that after a 
timely and instructive introduction the following important points are 
set forth : 

4. Concerning the formation of State Synods. 

We are certainly of the opinion that this is a laudable aim, to 
reach which we should all earnestly strive; yet we regard it as our 
duty, inasmuch as the project is as yet new to many, and not clearly 
understood by others, to recommend that it be first diligently discussed 
in our congregations, at united conferences and by the District Synods. 
We therefore also more, that the proposed new constitution be accord- 
ingly postponed. 

b. Concerning the reception of the Ev. Luth. Concordia Synod 
of Virginia, we move that we will cordially welcome this Synod as a 
Second English District in our body, as soon as it shall have taken the 
steps yet needed for its union with us, and such shall have been offi- 
cially communicated to the President of our Joint Synod who shall 
thereupon announce the reception in our church papers. 

e. Pertaining to the proposal of the Synodical Conference to 
establish a common Seminary for all the Synods in its connection, we 
are persuaded thatthis matter should be subjected to a most careful 
consideration, and that no decision should be made, until some definite 

plan is submitted, although beyond all doubt the proposal, if properly 
carried out, has very much in its favor. In our judgment however 
the question regarding the union of Synods should previously be dis- 
posed of. 
d. The next item thie 
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For the present we regard it as better, to retain the system of 


collecting in the congregations; at the same time however individual 


pastoral charges, that desire to undertake the support of students, 
should have the privilege of doing so. If the latter plan should prove 
desirable, it can afterwards easily be brought into more general use, 
without by the introduction of a new system disturbing present opera- 
tions, and thereby bringing, even though but temporarily, difficulties 
upon ourselves. 

e. The establishing of an Orphan’s Home. It is to be deplored — 
that this work has not made more progress among us. We therefore 
advise that at this time this subject be more fully considered by the 
Synod. 

. Acknowledging the diligence and faithfulness with which our 
worthy President has administered his office, we finally propose that 
his report be published with our minutes. 

2. As stated above, the Report concerning our institutions is 
also in our hands. In this report we note the following: 

a. It is a source of pleasure, that (aside from the debt resting on 
the building) in the main our Institution is in a prosperous condition 
and that in every respect improvement has been made; that also the 
new building has been securely finished and has proven eatisfactory 
in its arrangement, for which we are under obligation to render under 
unto the Lord our most heartfelt gratitude. 

b. For the liquidation of the pressing debt early provision should 
be made, and we are aware, of no more effective plan than the collect- 
ing of gifts in the form of money and acceptable loans, without un- 
necessary delay, through a competent agent. Inasmuch however as 
the debt is an urgent one, it would be very desirable for the Synod to 
propose some present relief, until the most necessary amounts could 
be collected. Besides this, the question in the report in regard to the 
completion of the church in the vicinity of the college, should receive 
attention. 

c. In addition to all these things we regard it as exceedingly 
important, that our pastors and congregations by no means neglect their 
collections to meet current expenses, but if possible attend to these with 
increased zeal, lest while the debt is decreased on the one hand, it be 
increased on the other. 

d. We can wot avoid calling attention to the fact, that the present 
condition of the library, as the report states, demands early provision, 
—another reason that should incite the zeal to which reference is 
made in the above mentioned connection, 


e. The Relation of Bengficiaries to our Synod. The ways and 
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means by which they shall be supported are already provided by the 
above. The question however yet remains: What shall we do in 
cases of unfaithfulness, either to their calling as ministers, or to bey 
Lutheran confession? 

Our recommendation is, that all beneficiaries shall, at the sien 
when they are received, be obligated to repay into the ‘Treasury the 
amount expended for their support, that however this obligation shall 
be enforced in those cases only in which unfaithfulness in either of 

the above named respects shall have occurred. 

J. It might be well if the Director of the institution would favor 
the Synod with a brief description of the present boarding plan, and we 
herewith recommend this. 

9. The vacancies in the Board of Directors, occasioned by the 
expiration of the term for which W. F. Lehmann, R. Herbst, F. 
Groth and J. A. Schulze hud been elected, are to be filled by an elec- 
tion at this Synod. 

h. It is perhaps proper, that on the part of the Synod an ex- 
pression be given in regard to the election of a Director and Steward, 
that occurred since its last convention. 

i. Finally we move that the Report on the Institutions be pub- 
lished with the minutes of this Synod. 

In conclusion we yet desire to commend the very important in- 
terests of our institution to the faithful prayers and heartfelt co-opera- 
tion of the Synod and of all other brethren in the faith.

This important report was received for consideration and consid- 
ered item by item. 
In regard to the first division of the report, item a, it was remarked, 
that the very great importance and significance of the subject forbids 
the postponement of the plan for the formation of State Synods, and 
demands that this Synod should take action in regard to the matter 
at once. It would by no means be proper, nor would it facilitate the 
matter, to submit the subject to our congregations at present, but it is 
our business new properly to survey the proposal and urgent notice ‘ 
of the Synodical Conference. The Joint Synod is the proper body to 
consider the subject, for the purpose of obtaining an unclouded view 
of the difficulties to be encountered and their possible removal, and of 
finding a definite plan, which could then be submitted to the congre- 
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gations in a more tangible andaclearer form. Of course the Joint 
Synod can not pass any binding or final action concerning the matter, 
inasmuch as it has no power to interfere with the rights of congrega- 
tions. So also this Synod can not conduct the affair alone, without 
being aware of the consent of the other Synods concerned. In the 
mean time however an immediate thorough discussion might accom- 
plish at least so much, as to enable each individual among us to ob- 
tain an unobstructed view of the real intent and true significance of 
the things proposed by the Synodical Conference; and in this way 
alone a definite plan can be found upon which the end proposed is to 
be realized. 

On the other hand it was remarked: that according to the pro- 
posals and resolutions of the Synodical Conference there is for us no 
present necessity of making an immediate and final disposition of the 
subject under consideration, without being properly prepared on our 
part. Desirable as the agreement or union, at which the proposal 
aims, would indeed be, the nature of the subject nevertheless demands 
that every step to be taken in advance should previously be under- 
stood with perfect clearness, and that by a discussion most deliberate 
and thorough and free from all precipitation the matter might be 
brought to notority, so that it may not be a self made human work, 
but the fruit of unity in the faith that works by love. Besides this, it 
is a matter that concerns the congregations particularly; and there- . 
fore it can in no wise be begun without their consent. With special 
emphasis the statement was added, that in this connection the ques- 
tion is not as to be whether either one of the Synods now in existence 
shall absorb all the others, so that these would be nothing more than 
districts in the absorbing body, but that the present proposal demands 
a total dissolution of the existing Synods, a reconstruction of the Syn- 
odical Conference into its own organic branch bodies, whose individ- 
ual branches shall constitute State Synods. It would therefore be 
needless, and indeed unjust also, if we should, in order on our part to 
promote the plan under consideration, confer for example with the 
Missouri Synod to the exclusion of others, and enter upon a particular 
agreement with that Synod without having any reference or regard the 
other Synods in the Synodical Conference. For in this matter the 
whole Synodical Conference is equally concerned, and only by a com- 
mon and united effort ot the whole Synodical Conference can a truly 
salutary realization of the plan under consideration be obtained. | 

While upon the other hand it was admitted that this is indeed the 
final end and aim of the entire plan, it was however remarked, that an 
agreement, or even a union, of some of the Synods concerned might 
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certainly be reached, and that this would by no means hinder that 
final aim, but would even be a decided step toward the same. The 
Synods of Ohio and Missouri are the very bodies that are suffering 
from evils occasioned by the territory of the one extending over into 
that of another, and therefore the former, especially on account of its 
English District, will meet with very special difficulties in disposing 
of these evils. These are difficulties entirely unknown to the other 
Synods of the Synodical Conference, consequently to be discussed 
chiefly with the Synod of Missouri. Our Synod certainly has reison 
to cherish the hope that these difficulties might be removed by con- 
ſerring with the Synod of Missouri, inasmuch as that Synod is special- 
ly concerned, while by drawing into the discussion the other Synods, 
that have no concern whatever in these things, the work would not be 
promoted, but rather hindered and rendered needlessly difficult. 

At this point in the discussion the Synod adopted the following: 

Resolved, That a committee, consisting of Professors M. Loy, W. F. Lehmann, 
C. H. L. Schuette, Pastors G. F. H. Meiser and H. F. Belser, be appointed to pre- 
pare proposals on this subject and report at one of the sessions of this present Synod. 

To this committee was also referred item c. of the first division of 
the First Committee’s report. 

The following is the report of this committee: 

Your committee 
position, that a committee be appointed, which, together with a sim 
ilar committee to be appointed by the Synod of Missouri, shal! discuss, 
and if possible prepare, a plan of union upon something like the fol- 
lowing basis, which plan shall be submitted to the respective Synods. 

a. The two Synods of Ohio and Missouri shall for the present 
continue to exist, until the formation of State Synods can be generally 

effected, to which and we will henceforth labor with all faithfulness. 

5. The boundary line between these two Joint Synods shall be 
the Eastern boundary of Michigan, Indiana and Kentucky and the 
Northern boundary of Kentucky, Tennessee and North Carolina—and 
the territory of the Joint Synod, East and North of these boundary 
lines shall as soon as practicable be devided into State Synods; the 
English Districts of our Synod however shall not for the present be 
limited within these boundaries. 

e. Both Joint Synods shall have two seminaries in common, the 
one for the training of ministers and the other for teachers, which 
shall be under the supervision of the Synodical Conference,—provided 
that at least two English Professors shall be employed in the Seminary 
for ministers, and that in the seminary for teachers adequate provision 
shall be made to meet the wants of the English interests. 
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d. he Colleges of the several Synods shall be conducted on the 
basis of the same course of instruction, in which thorough training in 
both the German and English languages shall be provided.

REPORT OF THE ORPHANS HOME COMMITTEE. 

Your committee, appointed to prepare a plan according to which 
the prospective 2 Home is to be conducted, proposes the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The Orphans’ Home shall be erected on the 50 acres of land 
near Columbus and belonging to our College, which parcel of land 
shall be purchased for this purpose. 

2. The orphans to be received into the Home shall be primarily 
such only as have lost both parents; as shon however as it shall have 
become practicable such as have lost one parent only shall not be 
excluded. 

8. Orphans belonging to our congregations shall have the first 
right; but whenever our space and means shall have become adequate, 
other orphans shall also be received. 

4. Orphans applying for reception must not be above 14 years of 
age, and must remain until they have been confirmed; excepting in 
cases for which proper provision can otherwise be secured. 
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5. The Home shall provide, that the children shall after their 
confirmation be introduced into a proper calling, in which they shall 
remain under the supervision of the Home until they shall have 
become of age. 

6. The supervision of the Orphans’ Home shall be committed to 
a Board consisting of six persons, who are to be elected by the Joint 
Synod and are to be held responsible by the same.

Resolved, That an Agent shall be appointed, who shall visit all n 
tions in the Synod to collect funds for the Orphans’ Home, and who shall be 
responsible primarily to the Board of Directors of the Home; his annual salary 
shall be $400 and his travelling expenses shall be defrayed. 


The election held pursuant to the above resolution resulted in 


the unanimous election of Pastor H. J. Schuh, who also declared his 
willingness to accept the call as soon as we congregation would dis- 
miss him. 

It was 

Resolved, In connection with the second part of the First Committee’s report, 
item b, that the Board of Directors (of Capital University of Columbus, 0.) is 
herewith empowered to pursue the course that may commend itself as most ex- 
pedient in providing funds to meet the indebtedness resting on our Institutions, 


and that said Board is also especially * upon the 
property in case of necessity.

Yet we can not 
permit this opportunity to pass by without pointing out the advantage 
our Institution Treasury would gain, if the number of subscribers to 
the Kirchenzeitung could be made larger still, as it very easily could 
and also should be. Even now, when the number of subscribers is 
comparatively small, the treasury of the Kirchenzeitung has been to 
the other often empty treasuries of the Synod a real friend in need, 
without whom things would often have assumed an exceedingly unin- 
viting appearance. But this treasury might accomplish much more 
still, ifthe means were at hand.

5. Time of the next Convention of the Joint Synod: 

Resolved, That the next convention of the Joint Synod shall begin with the 
opening sermon on Tuesday evening before the full moon in October 1878 and with 
the regular sessions on the following Wednesday morning, and shall be closed on 
the following Tuesday evening. 


Resolved, That the Secretary shall at the time announce both the date of the 
beginning and the close of the sessions. 
6. Place of the next Convention of the Joint Synod: 

Resolved, That the choice of a place for the next Synod be herewith committed 
to the officers of the Synod. 
7. Publication of Minutes : 

Resolved, That 2500 German and 1000 English copies of the minutes of this 
Synod shall be printed.
